Re men of the Livery. Red-coats, 
Blew-coats, Green-coats, White- 
coats 3 nay, Turn-coats in hope 
of better pay. They are as vigi- 
lant and as prudent (for ought I 

know) as thoſe watchful Birds of the Capitol; 

They are ſufficiently indoctrinated in their 

words of command 3 which they uſe upon all 

occaſions : Stand, who goes there ?— Corporall ! 

They are principally verſed in Parades and ARe- 

liefs. They hold themſelves privileged men 

by the Law of Arms : and ſcorn the repulſe of 

a ſtranger,ſo long as they cling together. Night 

rovers are their beſt Benefactors. Theſe, what 

occaſion ſoever they pretend, muſt untruſs, or 
let them be ſure to ſuffer diſgrace.

S one that is given to the fleſh, as the

hearts to allay their affliction. This 2/az-Bird 
can ſing as ſweetly in a Cage, as if he were in a 
Forreſt. He accounts his impriſonment the Em- 

| blemeof his life : and his lite neither unhappter 
nor ſhorter by being a Priſoner. He findes free- 
dom in his greateſt reſtraint; and that 7zward 
liberty which many Libertines who have the 
wide world to walk in , could never pur- 
chaſe. 

But theſe are Contemplative men, who make 
Heaven their Obje&; and conſequently, what- 
foever is here below, their Subject.

Whereas that bad fatling or ſenſual Priſoner is 
content with any place, that may be-lull his 
cloudy underſtanding in a careleſs ſleep.

PEZImore from the ſplendour of an 
E=_—cnmnent Family, than to be igno- 
rant in that which may moſt and in the livelieſt 
colours pourtray it ſe]t noble. 

The antient Roman Peerage became not 
cuely diſtinguiſhable by their Houle or Coat, 
but by one peculiar virtue or other lineally 
deſcendent and inherent to that Race : As the 
Publicole for Curtely 3 the Scevolz for Sobrie-+ 
ty 5 the Lentul; for Liberality 3 the Gracci for 
Gravity the 4ppii for Equity ; the Coriolani tor 
Majeſty 5 the Awreliani for Piety ; and the Mart» 
C 3 for 
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for Magnanimity, Which ornaments dignify'd 
them much more than all that blood which ran 
through their veins. 

I have been known to ſome perſons equal to 
you 1n rank, and equipage of State, though dif- 
ferent in their Extraction. For ſome of thefe 
were Born, others Made great, And in theſe may 
be found as great a difference in their Humour, 
as was In the lineal derivation or accidental 
conſtitution of their Honour. The one had. re- 
ceiv'd a. nativefreedome, fach a.genuine and un- 
aftefted comportment;as his very Carriage might 
play the Herauld.and deblazon his Linage. The 
other equally great, but his demean fo levell'd 
that greatneſs, as it laid it flat, and miſ-ſhap'd 
the perſon for acception of any. ſuch ſtate. So as, 
it. had been much better for that ſurreptitious 
Muſhrom to have held ſtill to hisflow , but ſafe

exit of Juſtice; our deſign ſhall be this : Firſt, 
to propoſe a DrreFory in the Courſe of his Pro- 
ceeding 3 and in the ſecond place, to caution 
him of ſome perillous Occurrences , which not 
declined, niight ingage his repxte to an irrepara- 
ble contempt , and his judemert to an apparent 
diſ-eſteem. 
 Neither1s it ur meaning in this Draught to 
inlarge our Diſcourſe, by defining, or dilating on 
the Office of face: ſeeing there be more $#b- 
jeds under that Notioz publiſhed, and by that 
Title diſtinguiſhed , than uſefully obſerved, or 
practically adminiſtred. 
His D7vifioez was well approv'4, who. in his 
Ttineray held, that the Duty of a Juſtice wholly 
depended on thele two particulars; 


1. Execution of Juſtice ; 


3+ Exbibitzon of Mercy, 
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In the former, Conſideration is to be had of 
the Quality of the Offender. Hope of Conver- 
ſion in a young baſhful Tranſgreſsor, not onl 
begs, but exacts remiſsion : at leaſt a mitigati- 
on of Puniſhment , in compariſon of an antient 
Offender,whoſe habitual miſdemeanure has made 
him a ſtranger to Hope, and a Decoy to the 
follies of our Time. 

This Diſtin@ion requires great Diſcretion ina 
Conntrey Juſtice : Let me then adviſe him, for 
his better avoiding of a more dangerous preci- 
pice, tocloath his countenance ſometimes with 
a cheerful aſpect, and ſhew a mild ſpirit toa 
penitent Peccant, Let him act the indulgent 
Barnabas, rather than a ſevere Bonarges. No 
Son of t#hander: but of a calm and compatſs1o- 
nate temper : Eſpecially, where diſpolitions ap- 
pear farr apter to be won by mildneſs, than re- 
torm'd by roughneſs : For, theſe menacing and 
violent Reclaimings, do generally hardez,rather 
than ſoftex an indulgent and ingenuous na- 
ture, . 

I have ſometimes heard of a ny 
ſtice, who uſually breathed nothing but Whip- 
ping and Commitment ; and from the Authority 
of his Place, publickly proteſted before the face 
of the Countrey , © That if he might be de- 
* ſigned any long time to fit on that Bench, he 
*would ſo ſecure the Countrey from Felony , 


*as a Buſhſhould keep a Sheep ; Yet, that very 
night, 
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night, was an Ambuſh lay'd for this ſevere J 
ftices Horſe, and ſtoln out o'th Paſture. 
Whence we conclude with that Excelle 
Moral , © That Juſtice mixt with Mercy wins 
& molt hearts, and reclaim$ vice beſt. Draco; 
Laws being writ in blood, diſpatcht more thar 
they reform'd. Yet ſhall I ever firmly adhere tc 
that Poſition: © That too much indulgence 
*< ſhown to the Evil, redounds ever to the pre 
<* judice of the Good. 

There be three fearful Eye-ſores which dar 
ken the Light, and blemiſh the Sight of J«ſtice 
Amity, Enmity, baſe Lucre, by proſtituting Ju 
ſtice as a Mercenary Commodity, This causd 
the Athenians to Emblematize Juſtice with Blim 
Eyes, and Lame Hands, Blind, that She might 
not diſtinguiſh Perſons : Lame, that She might 
not receive Bribes. Whence our Countrey * 
ftice may collect, how derogatory thoſe Noble 
Aſlertors held it to be to their Proteſsion,to cor 
rupt Juſtice for Reward ; much more to divide 
Stakes, or admit of Sharing with their Pun 
Clarks. 
| Now to compleat him ; that he may appear 

not only a Readey of Statutes at Large , but an 
approv'd PraCtiſer of what he Proteſſeth, w 
ſhall preſent to him ſuch a Preſident , whoſe 
Example, if he imitate to life, he ſhall need ne 
other advice to dire& him, no other line to re:

which,though it be ſomctimes in your thoughts 
to expedite to your advantage 3 yet falling 
doubtful in your reſolves, whether to ſuit her 
tor a Wife, or a Miſtriſs, you grow cooler in 
your purſuit , than you were in the beginning.

There 1s one thing likewiſe, that you have 
been much noted for,in your very gate : © None 
* who paſt by you, could do you a greater 1n- 
* jury than not to obſerve you. Such was your 
conceipt, that a gallant Poiture could attract no- 
thing leſs than the Eye ofan Admirer. But this 1s 
ſuch an eaſic error, as humane frailty weav's it's 
Apology. Your thoughts in this aim at no 
more than a debonair regreet : And, that Man 
1s well bought, who coſts but a Salutation. 

As the Cinamon-Tree may be your emblem , 
whoſe Bark is better than the Body ; ſo may 
you expect juſtly for moſt honour to be done 
to that part, which your eſteem holds moſt 
worthy. 

Thus Sir, have you heard your diſtemper : 
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and the way to cxre you, is to wound you. No 
Sin-ſalve without ſenſe of Sin. yron 4a muſt 
be uſed, before Cordials be applyed.

It 
takes in more Lovers and Admirers in an hour, 
than wanding eyes can purchaſe in a year.

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Cenſure 5 being wrapt up in ſuch Cloudy DitZats, 
as like thoſe Ag yptian Hieroglophicks, drained 
from Polyarchas Cave, they ſurpaſs the under- 
ſtanding both of the Speaker and Hearer, * May 
Apuleizs in his Golden Aſs become their Tutor :. 
for our Genixs has diſ-claim'd the Charge of any 
ſuch unprofitable Teacher. 

Weintend therefore our Advice to ſuch only, 
who, according to the Title of this Eſlay, will 
take it.

Pleadings : arguing an Oxe to be in his wouth 
when he pleaded for an indigent Client, ſaying, 
Lean Fees begot Low Friends, This might al 
lude to a pleaſant Paſlage obviouſly occurring 
betwixt two eminent Counſellors in our time z 
no leſs facetioully anſwered than tartly objetted: 
The one having recciv'd for his Feea rich Cha- 
riot and four gallant Barbs bravely equipag'd, 
was twitted by his Adverſary, ſaying, Stay Bro+ 
ther, drive not ſo faſt; which the other no leſs 
pregnantly than preſently retorted in this ſort : 
Give me leave Brother, I ride not Poaſt. Covertly

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jerking at his Office, who by his Poaſt-Maſters

But ſo truly meriting be ſundry Perſons of 
Quality in this Profeſs1on, as their alacrity in 
the proſecution of a poor Mans Caule, being 
grounded on Juſtneſs, vindicates their upright- 
neſs from any ſuch imputation. Let us then di- 
vert our Courſe from Him, and make our Ap- 
plication to his Client; who with a potert Purſe 
labours to ſupport an 7»poterrt Carſe. 

Our Advice to this litigious Agent then ſhall 
be this : that he be cautious inthe fulneſs of his 
Fortunes, of ſuch Purſutes. Admit, he proceed, 
and by the aſsiſtance of a Cramm'd Purſe, pre- 
ſperoully ſucceed ; that Succeſs will prove a 
Canker : for, by injoying of what which is not 
his own, he ſhall ruine that which is his own 
and make his Poſterity ſuffer, through his ſcan- 
dalous uſage of fo injurious a Poſleilor.

| Our Advice to Perlons of Quality, whoſe 
Deſcents and Eſtates have enſtyl'd them eminent 
in their Countrey , ſhall cloze in this. Let their 
Breeding be a Signal Evidence of the Family 
from whence they came. Education is the belt 
Cognizance of an antient Extraftion, None 
can gather from what we wear, what we are, 

or 
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or what we were. It 1s our language and de- 
mean that deblazon us beſt. Metall upori 
Metall is falſe Heraldry : and fo be all gariſh 
imbelliſhments to the real Conſtitution of Gen- 
try. 
We might obſerve even in theſe later times , 
wherein Perſons of Rank and Quality are to be 
compleatly accoutred to the refinement of this 
Age wherein they livez how much they preju- 
dice thoſe Native Abilities wherewith they 
were at firſt indowed:; as likewiſe that Splendor 
of an Antient Family, from whence they def- 
cended ; by being. left to themſelves, and be- 
{towing the firſt-truits of their time , thoſe 
prime Flowers of their Youth ({ wherein the 
choiſeſt and generouſt Seeds are not only ſown, 
but ſpring to their beſt proficience 3) upon de+ 
baucht Societics and unbred Conſorts much be- 
low themſelves. Their acquaintance with a 
Conntrey Can, quickned with the pleaſing Title of 
a Brave Lord, or a Gallant young-Maſier,madds 


, them above meaſure. Whereas, it they fre- 


quented Company ſuitable to their quality , 
they might find with leſs expence,and more uſe- 
ful experience , what would beſt become them 
both in Places of Pleaſure and Judicature. 
Now to propoſe them to whom we direct our 
Polemical Diſcourſe, Places of Improvement 3 
as Univerſities are fitteſt for laying the founda- 
tion 5 So 1,zs of Courts be the propcreſt tor Cr- 
,vil Mean and Deportmcnt. Tne. 
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— Theone for grounding, the other for main- 
Fg. | 

 Scholaſtical Breeding, if it riſe no higher, may 
be accounted Pedantical ; but being compleat- 
ed by Conference, and choice Converſation, it 
becomes graceful. 

There was nothing that could move Demro- 
critzs to more vehement laughter, than to hear 
the amorous diſcourſe of a Stoical Scholar. 
His Paſston was preſented with ſuch unbecom- 
ing expreſsions, as if Pal/as had been his Ven, 
or Minerva his Miſtriſs. - 

For Travel, it 1s ſuch an Ornament to Gentry, 
as it affords in Table-treats a voluble tongue; 
whereas a want of it begets ſilence : unlefs 7e- 
zorance allume to it ſelf ſo much confidence as to 
diſcourſe of what it knows not ; and conſe- 
quently diſcover want of, Senſe , without aps, 
prehenſion of ſhame. 

An intelligent Traveller is the Expediteſt 
Mathematician:; tor he carries his Globe alwayes 
about him. But ſome we have, who no ſooner 
loſe the fight of their Countrey, than they lofe 
themſelves. Theſe learn Forein-Faſhions ; but 
never how to faſhion themſelves. They retein 
the Garb, but not the eſſential Grace of Tra- 
vel. 

But ſet theſe Shools of Learning, Law and 
Travel aſide 3 if our Gertry have a thought of 
improving their knowledg at home ( for all dil- 
poſitions 
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poſitions are not for lanching the Depths ) our 
own Metropolis , ( having now recovered her 
long-ſequeſtred Wits) is ſuch an Academy, as it 
may furniſh you with a various Society, ſtor'd 
with Wits of all {izes, humours and compo- 
ſures : Not only apt to return pleaſing accents 
to the Ear. but rich notions to the Intellect. 

In which Allay, it your diſcretion make you 
ſo happy, as to entertain into your intimacy the 
beſt : ſuch I mean, as may rather improve you , 
than delude you, and by their ſubtile impo- 
{tures, uſually practiſed by our late Trap mers, 
ſurprize you. From which prudent Election, in 
relation to Society, you ſhall reap this benefit : 
it will ſo clearly diſtinguiſh your quality, and in 
your better parts {o exquilitly accommodate 
you, that not one hour ſhall paſs by you, which 


-may not highly redound to your advantage. 


Such Acquaintance will beget in you no Repen- 
tance. It will appear by your demear, that you 
have read ez ; the uſctull'it knowledg for a 
Gentleman. Books are excellent means to ſteal 
away hours; but ſerious Conforts render you 
the beſt 1//rſtrations on them : Theſe return 
SpeFacles for all Sights. Repreſenting more true 
Liehts than all our New Lights can render. * For 


' theſe effuſe no deceiving , but an intelle&ive 


iplendor , opcrating {trongly upon the faculties 


* Communicatle knowledg che ficting it C haire Man in pul lick 
S.cictics and privacec Familics, 
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of the Soulzand dilating their effeds, not onely 


to the direction of themſelves, but inſtruction 
of others. | 

There is an obſervable Error in this Nation, 
(which we could wiſh were a ſtranger to itz) 
Many of our Per-feathred youngſters be no 
ſooner mounted to their Fathers Saddles. than 
they become eagre hunters after Good-felhows 
and to ingratiate them the more, will make them 
rather their Pexſozers, than loſe the benefit of 
their unneceſlary Acquaintance. Their only 
care is, with the Cxm7zz of their inconfiderate 
bounty to lure thoſe #/:/d Pigeons to their Coat. 
Too fruitleſs a Charge to beſtow on ſuch a 
Covy. . . 

It were ea(te to make a Diſh of Meat worth a 
groat, at a crowns expence ; or to uſe that ſtrict 
Laconian adage : © It is an hard purchaſe to gain 
« 2 Friend with the Sale of a Farm. We ſhall 
conclude him then to have forfeited his Judg- 
ment, who n his puriute of Friends or Compani- 
ons, entertains ſuch a Choice as may admit a 
Change. | 

A Buſhell of Salt anticntly was held a Meaſure 
little enough to Seajor2 Acquaintance : It were 
too raſh confidence then to make a Companion 
at firſt ſight his Secretary, or Boſome F fiend. 
This hath been the ruine of many. Perſons of 
all conditions may experimentally inſtance 
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Now for thoſe who are cry'd up for the Wits 
of the time ; we would adviſe themto be well 
known to thoſe with whom they converſe face- 
tiouſly, or vent their Conceipts;. 

Of all Creatures, none.more dangerous thart 
Satyrs : who, while they bruſh great Mens 
Cloaths, they fearfully trench upon their own 
ſatety, by expoſing their freedom to the various 
conſtruCtion of the Company. Some there be, 
who would rather loſe their Friezd than their 
Jeſt. But ſuch Conceipts coſt too dear. .:Theſe 
had need of many Friends, or their Wits will 


proteſt againſt them, and return them Zankrupts. 


It is the infelicity of ſome petulant wits to bring 
their Owners Heads under the Hearers Girdle, 
by their indiſcreet Flaſhes. To be merry and 
wile is a good Rule; but many through intem- 
pcrance, or too much confidence, uſually tranf- 
greſs that bound. | 

That Sage Precept deferves your remem- 
brance: *©Be Stoical to none; affable to all 
* but open thy breaſt to few. - 

By which means, he may ileep without fear, 
and awake without affront: | 1th 

Of ſuch we may juſtly conclude}, that they 
have attained to an happy Period in their Pro- 
greſs ; who can look upon the World with con- 
tempt, and entertain their Condition with con- 
tent; Theſe can fix the eye of their Contem- 
lation with a checrful aſpe&t upon Heaven, as

Our Advice ſhould now deſcend. from the

There was nothing that contented him more, 
than 'to have an Oar in every ones Boat : his 
8ickle in anothers Harveſt. As for Commilsio- 
nary Employments,though poorly vers'd in ſuch 
addreſles, this officious Pragmatiſt would ever 
make one, if either his Perſonal Application to 
the Partics intereſled, or the free offer of him- 
felt would procure his admittance. It hapned 
one day. that this obſequious Agent, who uſual- 
ly beſtowed many dayes to ſmall purpoſe, was 
nominated a Commiſs;oner in a buſineſs of Con- 
ſequence, and diſtance to the place of his dwel- 
ling : which quickned his morning awake for his 
more ſcaſonable attendance. Yet, in his way, 
reſolving to call on his Neighbour,a down-right 
Boor, and never acquainted with ſuch imploy- 
ments 3 Are you aſleep, ſaid this wiſe Arbitrator, 
that all things are 4 huſht and quiet about you?

0 
wel} are you, reply'd this Sir Politick Pol, that 
God has lent you jo ſmall a Talent of underſtand- 
ings you may take your reſt, while my abilities 
will nat ſuffer me ta ſleep 3 One or other is ever re- 
lying ou my head-piece ! | 

| Now tell me, was not this a brave Arbitrary 
Squib to compoſe differences ? And ſhould ma- 
ny of thele wiſe Pretenders paſs the Inquiſttion , 

we 
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we might find therh falling into the fame razk or 
file: onely deluded with Self-opinior, and con- 
ſequently in the Balance of Judgment , where- 


' in all human aCtions are equally poized, deſer- 


vingly fleighted and difvalued. But ſuch fim- 
ple arrogance is ever moſt noxious to it ſelf, He 
who would be thought wiſer than he is, and to 
have thoſe Parts which he has not, leſſeneth him- 
ſelf in the weak diſcovery of thoſe he has. Ju- 
eurth had a great advantage of Hyemſal. He had 
the happineſs to ſpeak little , and do much : 
whereas the other had the property to ſpeak 
much, and do little. That C/ezt gave good ad- 
vice to his Advocate, in telling him roundly , 
«If he {tood for him, let him Beak materially, 
« oxrnotat all, Thoſe who over-doe the work, 
generally in affairs of this nature , pull down 
more than they ſet up : and by their Swperſtru- 
Gure give their Adverſary ground for ercCting a 
Story higher than he intended:or upon the weak- 
neſs of ſuch a foundation he could have proba- 
bly expected. 

But, ſuch as theſe are fearleſs Byugbears in Com- 
miſsionary Cauſes ; they love to hear themſelves 
talk 3 which gives occaſion to their ſolid Oppo- 
nent, to uſe thoſe worc's with an acute, but com- 
poſed paſsion, which A#ſchines return'd to Pithi- 
4: © Good God, when will this long-lung'd 
< wittall leave his babling ! The only office of 
theſe ſe/f-wits conliſts 11 a truitlels appearance to 

their 
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their behalf, for whom they are nam'd ; but 
much to the Paxties prejudice for whom he ap- 
pears: being no leſs ignorant than arrogant in 
returning what he ſhould, or diſcuſsing what he 

ht to his benefit 3 for whom, to his honour, 
be ſat like a Cypher,without advancing his cauſe 
for whom he ſtood. 

Good Cauſes ſtand in need of wiſer Com- 
miſcioners, or they will in a Terme or two 
dwindle to nothing:;and ſhape the Plaintiffs Suit 
to the neglected habit of a Forma Paxperis : and 
fo leave him like Plato's naked Man, with two 
feet, but without feathers. A pitifull pittileſs 
Spectacle in a Court of Juſtice ! 

We are now to return you the character of a 
Spirit more genuine, and of a ſtronger temper. 
The laſt we preſexted on the Stage, ſ(pake much, 
but knew little 3 but you ſhall hear one now , 
who, though he ſpeak little, knows much. Em- 
pty Vellels ſend forth ever the ſhrilleſt ſound : 
whereas deepeſt Foords ſtream a-long with the 
calmeſt courſe. And experimentally ſhall that 
Man find this cloſe Politician, who takes occaſli- 
on to imploy him, no leſs full of danger, than he 
is of depth. He has a ſelf-intereſt in every 
Commiſion: and can angle cunningly in trou- 
bled waters : and to diſplay him in his native 
c2lour, Aeward holds ſuch inffuence over him, 
as it has power to over-byas him; by tracing 
the ſteps of Celizs, who pleaded beſt with his 

left band. Such 
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Such State-Cheats, though covertly carryed, 
be frequently prattfed. Hope of profit, ſaid 
that divine Cynich, beats ſtrongly upon the 
pulſe of honeſty. His previous intentions may 
be clear and integrious; his reſolves for whom 
he deals, rightly byaſfed,and equally ballanced ; 
but fome friendly advertifements, inclofed m 
gilt paper, quite turn the hinges, and drive thoſe 
honeſt reſolves upon nibling at a dangerous at- 
traftive bazt, ſoon out of doors. 

It was ſometimes difputable, whether it were * 
better for one, in a Cafe of Judicature, to make 
choice of an Agent, who would betray his 
Cauſe through fimplicity 3 or of fuch an one, 
who would make a prey of him by his ſubtilty. 
Neither of them is good; but the determina- 
tion of this intricate queſtion cloſeth in this : 
whether it were eaſier to digeſt ( though they 
be both meats of hard concoction ) ſaffering 
under an apparent foe, or a pretending fried? 
Thus have we found you two Commiſsioners , 
both appearing, but neither worthy approving. 
For, as the one might by his 7»gemnoxs ſtrmplici- 
ty betray your Cauſe, wherein he 1s intereſted ; 
So might the other, by his partial-gilt ſubtilty , 
expoſe your credulity to prejudice, where you 
leaſt ſuſpe&ted. To decline theſe precipices, no 
courſe clearer nor ſafer, than to make choice of 
ſuch, whom your own aſsiduate experience, or 


repute of the Countrey wherein they live, in- 
| form 
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form you ſufficiently, both of their hoxeſty 
and kzowledg. And diſtinct notions you may ea- 
fily find in theſe, whether they in that qualifica- 
tion, merit your approvement or no. For, if ho- 
eſt, they will return you that Anſwer which 
that antient Sage gave to his Son-in-Law, in a 
caſe of like nature : © Iam yours in juſt Cauſes 
< onely. Neither will theſe Commiſrioners (pre- 
ſuppoling them honeſt ) make it their onel 
work to ſit upon Examination of Witneſſes 
( though of principal concern to their office ) 
but to addreſs Propoſals of Peace ; and purſue 
thoſe Motions with that diſcreet moderation, as 
it may produce effect, unleſs the ſpzrit of con- 
tention, uſually reigning in litigious Plaintiffs, 
obſtru&t it : It 1s a grounded Maxim, that the 
beſt Commiſcioners be the effeftuall'ſt Peace- 
makers. They erctt a Chancery within themſelves, 
and conſcientiouſly compoſe the quarrel.

which ſeldom ends without blood. Of fo high 
an eſtimate is the purchaſe of Honour, as it 
challengeth a Prerogative above affinity,amity, 
or what may ſeem deareſt to Humane Society; 
Ceſar will admit of no Competitor. Two Suns 
cannot ſhine in one Sphear : nor two Eagles 
ſharers in one Prey. It is above belief to ob- 
{ſerve how Rivolets of blood, ſtreaming from 
one vein, ſhould divide their courſe into ſeve- 
rall Chanels: and by their impetuous motion; 
make their influences appear ſo brackiſh and dif- 
taſtfull one to another. Caſt your eye aſide, and 


you ſhall ſee what a coil this State-egotiator 


makes, to make himſelf envy'd ! Sleep is a ſtran- 
ger to his eyes,andReſt an alien to thoſe fruitleſs 
Projects of his active Brain. He ſuſpects a Foe, 
though he ſee none ; but truth is, he has rea- 
{on to be jealous of none more than himſelf, 
For , Ambition hath been held the onely ſelt- 
betrayer of her Maſter. Any one might juſtly 
wonder, how Man, indu'd with a , and 
highly inabled by conference, ſhould ſuffer him- 
ſelf to beſo deluded with the ſhadow of Great- 
neſs : which his Experience ſufficiently informs 
him, tobe the moſt incentive fuell for kindling 
Enmity , and the greateſt diſturber of Boſom- 

quiet, 
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quiet and ſecurity. For, how ſhould thoſe fa- 
cred Palms of Peace flouriſh, where this Endzve 
is planted ? Neither 1s it the fortune of theſe 
riſmg Gonrds, by their premature growth, to be- 
get Foes;but to make Foes of their beſt Friends, 
and that deſervingly : for the acquiſition of 
thoſe immerited Honours uſually fo deprave * 
their manners , and diſorder their affections, as 
their grandure makes them forgetful of them- 
ſelves; and with a ſlight aſpect to paſs by their 
antient Acquaintance. Phzlotas, when his Friend, 
who might have formerly challenged an inte- 
reſt in him, preferred his Sute unto him, hopin 
by his powerful mediation to prevail in his + 
drels, he negledtfully rejected him 3; telling 
him, * He knew him not : But after that this 
Petitioner had return'd him ſundry ſignal evi- 
dences of their former familiarity ; © O, faid 
© that high-ſvoln Favourite, I muſt conſefs, I 
* did ſometimes know you 3 but I am not the 
*ſame I was then. Too much familiarity with 
* Perſons of your quality might make me loſe 
© my ſelf : and conſequently eclipſe that ſplett- 
« dor which the Princes favour has beſtow'd on 
© me. 

This it was, which made that Divine Mora- 
liſt to define Hozoxr an Impoſiare, becauſe apt to 
delude the Owner 3 by moulding numerous 


fancies in his brain: and by too eagre a pur- 


ſute, and acquieſce to his humour 3 whict. in 
© ſhort 
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ſhort time expolſeth his diſtemper'd Fancy to 
that incurable Frexzy, as he becomes his own 
Idolater : He holds himſelf ſecure, when mol: 
at diſtance with fecurity : cope that moſt dear 
unto him, which proves his aſsiduate enemy, 
Thus in this State-Corteft, it is their onely la- 
bour to ſhoulder out one another 3 where the 
'ftronger wins the Prize z whites his'diſheartned 


Competitor {ſinks down with diſhonour : So as hefſ 


may properly uſe thoſe words, which Exmene: 
did to Demetrizs : *© T had been equal to thee 
*:n Honour, if thy Shoulders had not weighed 
&© heavier. But what advantage gains the Con- 
queror by this Maſter-prize ? A diſexife onely, 
and an undermining danger. 

His Diſgziſe puts ona vizard of State gallan- 
try, ſhrouded with converſe, and acquaintance 
from ſtrangers 3 wherein he grows an infinite 
Proficient , both for Dreſs and Larguage : Ha 
ving got the Spariſh Shrug , and the French 
Cringe, with all thoſe Courtly Garbs and Po- 
ſtures that may moſt eſtrange him from the 
knowledg of his Familiars. His quaint Con 
plement too has ſo well ſchool'd him, as he can 
croſs Proverbs, and tcll the World that Intereſ 
can lie: For, his aims, in advantage to his own 
Intereſt, have altered his ſhape, by moulding 
him much like Tiberi#s, walking in the Clouds 
and diſſembling a guize unknown to his beſt 
Friends 3 ſeeming in appearazce kaſt, what he's

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is really moſt, But it fares with bim in bis unex- 
pected fall, as it doth nſnally with all State-Fa- 
vourites in their decline. For, as they flighted 
their Fiiends in their riſng ; they find none to

it was, that that Heaverrly Dog ( for ſo Laewtins 
calls him) being askt what was dane at Court 2

the ſweetneſs of Soveraignty deludes him with 
the britle promiſe of Security. 

This riſing Sprig ſprung up to a ſurreptitt- 
ous growth, chough numerow: Competitors, like 
cunning P70zer-s, labour to undermine him 3 and 
his t#41ing followers dayly fall from him ( for 
fuch Rats will not ſtay long, when they ſee their 
Houſe fall to decay ) but in queſt of better 
Maſters fwim with the ſtream, purſuing the 
current of that time, which may aftord to their 
hungry hopes moſt advantage. Yet this ſecure 

G 3 Favourite; 
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Favourite, I ay, is ſo belulled with the Lethar- 
gy of his expiring honour, as he takes no notice 
of theſe previous ſignals, nor divining Notions 
of his enſuing ruine : but conceipts that he 
has clipt- the wings of Fortune, and that ſhe has 
no power to fly from him. Mean while, his fea- 
thers fall from him; finding by degrees that his 
ſeam-rent Eſtate falls neither under any Predica- 
ment of quantity; nor his declining Honour un- 
der any Predicament of quality : but both ſhrunk 
down into a deſperate precipice, without reme- 
dy, or hope of recovery. | 
And ſo good night Competitor. The Court- 
-Sate is ſhut, and no hope of admittance, — 
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3 os 9 4 State-Empyrick, who pretends; 
SAS and preſcribes too, ſundry prepoſ- 
terous, or adyentitions ( and to 

SO Me himſelf moſt advantagious Cures) 
to all diſeaſes, but effeCts no Cure. Yet the un- 
bounded impudence of this Mercenary Moun- 
tebank is ſuch, as he muſt of xeceſsity paſte his 
poyſonous Bils on every Poſt : and like a cun- 
ning Impoſtor, diſperſe them in every blinde 
Corner. 

He pretends to ArchiteFure, but ads more 
for SuperſtruFure than Foundation. He would 
play the Navigator too, but without direction of 
Card, uſe of Stern, or Rudder : which muſt no 
les neceſfarily , than fatally, expoſe his mis- 
grey Veſlell to an inevitable danger. He has 
uch Aery Crotchets in his #hymicall brain, as 
he dare not ſafely diſcover, leſt Common Senſe 
ſhould convince kim of Error : notwithſtand- 
ing all this, he holds faſt to his Pharatick Princi- 
ples , and mavgre all oppoſition, ſcorns t © 


bough a foot of ground trom his groundlcls 
G 3 Poſitions. 
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Poſitions. He partakes of no Humonr leſs than 
Logalty : having profeſt himſelf a Mortal Enc- 
my. to all Rules and Rights of Soveraignty, 
Yet ſhould it be left to his Choice to give Laws 
to a Nation , or Mould Principles for the Set- 
tlement of a new Government ; what an Uto- 
piaz State would he ſhape us ? Our late cry'd- 
down KV 1P would appcar a rare Common- 
wealth unto it ! He's a Birdof ſo changable an 
Ayry, as he cannot hold to one Neſt : Neither 
can he for a World make his latter hour an ap- 
rover of what he reſolv'd on in the former. 
He atteſts his Life to be a conſtant Dweh; where- 
1n for want of a Combatant, he will not ſtick ta 
preſent a Challenge to himſelf:and ingage his own 
Perſon to be his own Affailant, aſperimg a drſ- 
honour on himſelf, ſhould he chance to fail in 
anſwering this ſelf-quarrel/: being incompara- 
bly at more diſtance with himfelf than any other 
Creature. Were he a Maſter of Muſick he would 
fix much upon Ayrs, wherewith his unſetled 
brain is more than ſufficiently ſtored. ' His on- 
Iy Muſical Lecture would run wholly on Dzvi- 
for; the higheſt Rapſody of his Fancy. He 
1 olds It an impolstbility for any Comman- 
wealth to deriye its Elterce of Government 
from Order ; He findes no ſich Awe in his Sy-- 
$ax7s. For yecreation-fake he loves F iſhing, but 
1t muſt be jn Trozbled waters. Wherein if it be 
his fortune to catch any pibhling too greedily 
t 7 ar 
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at his Bait hi handles them, and hales them to 
that Precipice, whereto his diſtraftions have 
irreparably thrown him. By this time, his irre- 
gular impudence has dragg'd him to that deſpe- 
rate madneſs, as he ſtarts at thename of a KING, 
as if it were ſome Prodigious Title; and fo it 
has ever appear'd to his Anarchial Conceptions. 
Would you have him diſcovered in his own po- 
ſture? Truſt me, he were a rare Limner that 
could do it. Proteaz ſhapes cannot vye with 
his for variety. Sometimes like a melancholy 
Doz. with his armes a Kembo, he walkes as if he 
went to quarrel with hisown Shaddow. The 
Ayr breaths unkindly on him. The Sun too un- 
timely cloaths his Beauty in a Cloud, purpoſely 
to dif-reliſh him : nothing ſuits well with his 
humour , becauſe he perſonates to life a Man 
quite out of his humour.

Again, ſhould you 
ſee him in the Carecer of his ſucceſsfull Projects 
ſtrut along like a Man of a new mold, or rather 
like one made up of Wainſcot, you would take 
him for a nice Repreſentative, tormally modith 
all o're ; for as his /ook appears ſo ſupercilious, 
as 1t redarts every eye with a ſcorn; fo be his 
joynts ſo inflexible, as they will ſubmit to no 
Civit-Salute. But thanks to his ſiniſter Stars ,

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ſeldom, or never be his hateful Aſſays accompa- 
nied with ſuch ſucceſs, as it may afford him occa- 
fion long to rejoyce : or for Good Men who ab- 
or his Deſigns greatly to repine. States appear 
ever in their fulleſt Orb, and higheſt Splendor, 
when this State-shark by a vertical Swinge, 1s at 
hs loweſt Ebb, and quite driven out of his hu- 
mour. Neither yet could any Sage, or appre- 
henſive Head-piece hold ſuch a Shalop as this, a 
Perſon of conſiderable danger to any well-ma- 
naged State, For, obſerve him generally, and 
you ſhall find him without much Scrutiny, that 
though he make villany his Minion, and Trea- 
chery his Boſom-Companion : yet he becomes 
{9 unfaithfull a Secretary to his own Counſells, 
as they either betray him,or he circumvents him- 

ſelt by diſcovering them, 

It was my fortune ſometimes to be known to 
a Stirring Spirit of this Levezz who, beſide his 
tranſcendent dexterity in deſigning ( the prime 
faculty of this lattcr age ) pretended to be 
a Perſon ſingularly gifted in the ſmooth art 
of a Per-14an 5, and to compleat the work 
whica his 4ddreſs ſhap't him to, he had a Heſer- 
wed Charader of ſuch intricacy as none ever at- 
tained the Uſe,or Clavis of it beſide himſelf.But 
{ce how farr he went beſide himſelf ! For that 
art.iul ſecrecy whereof he was fooliſhly confident, 
that by the Agency of his Rebe/ious Sefaries , 
might procure him a badge pt honour ( as = 
Tide 
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Tide turn'd) twicht up his blaſted hopes in an 
halter. This was a Pharaticks fate of high prize. 
May all ſuch who nere leave a Civil State 
without a Flame, Periſh in the like Nouze. 

Now to diſtinguiſh him, and diſplay his na- 
tive quality in his own poſture and colour ; I 
ſhall give you the trouble to render you this | 
troubleſome Creature in a clearer Character. That 
as the Leper in the Old Law was to proclaim 
his dangerous Infection, by crying out, IT ans 
unclean, T am unclean; or, as upon the Door 
of any Perſon, whoſe houſe was viſited with 
the Plague, this has been, and is uſually writ in 
fair Rubrick-Letters, Lord have Mercy upon ws : 
ſo this Contagious Member, whoſe Fattious 
Nature out-ſtrips the malignity of the worſt 1n- 
feftious diſtemper, may be publickly diſcover- 
ed, and his hatefull Society timely avoided : 
which, unleſs ſeverely cenſured, might bring to 
that State which he labours to imbroil, an Epi- 
demical Infection. 

It is neither the leaſt, nor loweſt of his miſ- 
chiefs, wherewith his ſeditious Forge 1s plen- 
tuouſly ſtored 3 of having the faculty of play- 
ing the State-Libelſer : And he holds correl- 
pondence with his T-ſtruzzental Tagles to dil- 
perſe thoſe Tart Papers. Wherein it is the endea- 
vour of theſe Phanatick Malecontents to vilitie 
the Quality of thoſe Per/ozzs, whom in Loyalty 
they are obliged to ſerve. And, from whence

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Originally ſprings this Anarchial Spleen ? Ei- 
ther from a private diſguſt, of being croſt in 


daring confidence brought them into an eaſe 
belief that their Parts, and Qualities well de- 
ferved : or from an imbred hate to ſuch who 

- were preferred before them, This begot amongſt

Mantua to prefer a Bull of Inditement againſt a 
Scandalous Bird, as he call'd her, for impeaching 
his Fame; for which dammage, ſaid he, the ro- 
guiſh Bird could never make him amends. But 
we have here other Phaxatick Fools to ſupply 
the office of thoſe Canting Fowls, who play the 
Night-walkers ( for their works hate the light ) 
making it their only deſign to afperſe diſhonour 
upon Perſons of Honour : nay, to blaſt Sove- 
raignty with an ignominious touch 3 purpoſely 
to weaken Loyalty, by alienating the fluctuant 
aftections of ſuch Timiſts from their Allegiance; 
whoſe malleable temper might have prov'd 
ſound enough, if thoſe poyſonous Ingredierces 
had not corrupted their Principles. And os

the purſute of their Preferment 3 which their | 
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fe&t their Effay, 1t 1s-the uſual Cuſtom of theſe 


I 7haxaticks, to lay plauſive, and attractive. Baits 


to catch thoſe unwary Novices. Privileges of 
Right 3 Liberty of Subje&; and a_Levelling 
Line, Chalking forth a way to the freedom of a 
Platonick, Cormmon+weal , are ſpecious induce- 
ments to State-Lzbertines. They are weary of 
the Yoak of Subjeftion; and hold it an Zgypti- 
an Bondage till a legal Cenfure, or ſome other 
Contingency ( which muſt be of a corroding 
quality ) reclaim them from their folly. 
Truth 1s, this Phazatick, whoſe ranting hu- 
mour convicts him a Phrextich, having already 
forteited his Wits, and expos'd his Intereſt to all 
hazards, has fo deſperately ſuffered that ſmall 
pittance of Judgment whereto he pretended (it 
any were extant ) to be over-{way d, and over- 
fwoln with Pafston, as his diſtemper admits 
{mall hopes of recovery. Neither is this turbu- 
lent Spirit onely predominant over him 3 fort 
has begot in him ſuch a {clf-opinionate madnels, 
as he would hold it a madder Parliament than 
that antient Seſsion at Oxford, if he were not 
wade ſole-Chairmarn in it : yet were he defign'd 
for that Place, he would vary ſo much in his dt- 
[tracted Judgment, from what he had formerly 
{tated, as if he had gon to Bedlam for ſome new 
advice. He would play his part bravely with 
the Aztipodes : for it has been ever his courſe 
to walk in a Tract contrary to other Men : re- 
: ſembling

It was to ſweat in-the Shade, and ſhake in thef 
$un. He 1s naturally aftefted to no humour 
- more than an unſociable kind of Stoicifi : and 
would gladly play the down-right Cynzck,if he 
had ſo much wit as to preſent the Moral Dog in 
his right poſture.But,having neither read Books 
to > him,nor Men to improve him, he falls 
off pitifully, diſcovering his defects in all. For 
all this, that un-ſteady Anvile of his Brain muſt 
be alwayes ſet a-working; which, though it 
prove no leſs uſeleſs to himſelf, than obnoxious 
to the State 3 that day paſſeth not over his 
head, which affords not new matter for ſome 
occaſional Project or other : but ſo imprudent- 
ly carried, as in ſtead of the States, it falls out 
happily the Projectors Traitor. 

Shall we now ſuppoſe this Grand-Gul/ catcht 
in his own Gin 2? But let him expe& no Re- 
prieve, nor leaſt hope of Indemnity. That Po-

In his peruſal of thoſe Divine Connſells ,

He 
is highly diſcontented, both with our Govern- 
ment of Church and State ; yet can his rayell'd 
judgment find no juſt exception to quarrell with 
either. He has his conſtant Emiſlories, whom, if . 
his Fortunes mount ſo high, he makes his Penſi- 
oners : but, in very ſhort time they either grow 
weary of their Maſter, or he of them : the ho- 
neſty of the one, or jealouſie of the other pro- 

cures 
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cures a divorſe betwixt them. Yer this fore- 
flows not his work: hecan Swim, and hold up 
kis Head ih thoſe Waters of Diviſtor, without 
help ; unleſs the Bladder of vain-glory hoiſe 
him up 3 which by a fatal overture unexpett- 
edly, makeshim Sink under his Burden, by in- 
tangling himſelf in the weeds of inextricable 
ruine. 

The onely News which take him inthe read- 
ing of any Diurzall, is the Variance, and Diflen- 
tion'of States. No Countrey-Cormorant can 
delight more in the prediction of a Dearth,than 
he of a Princes Death : or ſome dangerous im- 
broilment in the miſ-management of Publick 
Afﬀairs. He makes himſelf moſt known by three 
diſcoveries 3 Habit, Company, and Diſcourſe. In 
the firſt as phantaſtick, as his Brain is Phana- 
tick, Some quaint humetous device 'or other 
muſt help to diſtinguiſh him by a ſpecial Badge, 
or Cognizance, from Perſons of other Subfaſt- 
ence. We have had here domineering among 
us our Titere Tus, and Bugle Blew's. He@ors, 
and Blades of Metall theſe pretended to be. 
and , without doubt, had prov'd ſo, if their 
Conrage had kept Correfpondence with their 
Conntenance, But theſe two ſtood at fuch di- 
ſtance, as Camp Yalowr, and Carpet Honour could 
not in their Scutcheons thew more difference. 
None more generally daring in tongue , nor 
more provoking in attronts, nor lets performing 

| in 
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in a&tionsof Challenge. Thatword of repwatiore 


appears at firft fight a Notion of high Conſe- 


quence; Life 4s'but a vapour in Competition 
with it : yet will they vapoxr out, rather than 
ingage their Perſons tor preferving it. Opmion 
is asCcloſe to them as their Garment : Both which 
they uſually put off at night : but the changeof 
the one is -at more charge than the other : the 
one may keep its place, while the other is at 
pawn. Where the diſpoſure of his Raiment, in 
all Mens eſteem, redounds more to his honour. 
and renders him the fweeter ſavour : for his O- 
pinion isdiſtaſtfull to Commonſenſc, while the 
Credit of his Habit lies in Lavender. 

For his Company, he makes choice of fuch, as 
none would make choice of but himſelf. Whe- 
ther antient Separiſts, or freſh Proſe/ztes,they are 
boulted from the fame Bran, and unleaven'd 
Lump, whereof himſelf was moulded. Birds of 
a Feather flock together. A dangerous Com- 
mnnion (truſt me) for a Civil Society to mix 
with. © Theſe, for want of better imployment 
(for baſer Stuff cannot be vended, nor to the 
Brokers diſadvantage more expoſed ) pull out 
their wilde, and 1lliterate Notes 5 which upon 
their unhappy peruſal retein the like concur- 
rence, and concordance, as their-har{h, and dit- 
harmonious Spirits which Pen'd them. 

Theſe, inthe Production of their dis-joynted 


Annotations (if their Extewporal Spirits will 
{pare 
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ſpare them ſo much time, as to deliver their gid- | 


dy Conceptions in Writing ) pretend to infinite 
humility 3 yet in their Convertual Aſſemblies , 
they cannot ſo cunningly palliate their Hypo- 


criſte, but a ſupercilious immeriting Conceipt of | 


their own Parts ( holding themſelves incompa- 
rably Gifted-Mex ) makes their Ambition burſt 
out; and after ſome frivolous, fruitleſs diſputes, 
without the leaſt tincture of Wit, or vigour of 
Judgment, many times fall from breaking Priſcs- 
ans head (a moſt difpenſable Error) to break 
Peace with their own. Each of them would 
play the Rabbi; yet, though they be of a Jewiſb 
Nature, they cannot poſsibly acquire-that Ho- 
nour; ſeeing neither Civil Carriage, nor Lan- 
guage will aftord any of them the repute of a 
Scholar. 

Thus ends their Convention generally with 
Contention; their Society with Civil Warr, for 
want of Czvility, Their Phariſaical Pride will 
admit no Shroud; an eagre purſute after Pree- 
minence leaves them incapable of ſhame : »- 
deſervingly high, being of more eſtimate with 
them, than deſervinely low. 

\ To deſcend to their Diſcourſe, it is egregzoully 
Courſe : Circularly prodigious, having, neither 
head nor foot. Ridiculoutly impertinent , yet 
ever hinting at fa&7or,, to diſcover the maligni- 
ty of their diſpoſition. 

* They have heard how Kings are bound by 


<& their 
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their - Piety , and by no cther Obligation, But 


they. hold this for. no Authentick Aſlertion : 
they would have the wayes of Princes chalked 
torth by their Line 3 and by their Judgment to 


Tiſe or fall. They hold their Clandeſtine Coun- 


ſells 1n extent farr above all Arbitrary Power. 
This ſcrues them up to that Confidence, as it 
brings them to knock, with that ſaucy Rochel- 
ler, at his Princes Gate, and like one of our 
New-illuminated. Saintlings, rapt witha Phana- 
tick Fury, cry out : Keep ot back Counſel when 
it may do good, Well, ſaid the Prince, it it be 
* good I will take advice of mine own heart , 
*and ſo try the goodneſs of it ; for I have 
© heard, Sir, to anſwer to your Scripture ; Take 
* Connſel of thine own heart, for there is none 
© ore faithful unto Thee than it. This ſtill'd 
the Phaxatical Separiſt, leaving him-to his Cabi- 
net Counſel , without any farther unmannerly 
addrefles. Again, ſome of theſe zmpoſtur d Fu- 
ries have ſuch Worms in their Brains , that 
though they have frequently heard, how, He 
that provoketh a King to anger (inneth againſt his 
own Soul ;, Yet will not theſe tumultuary In- 
cendiartes ſtick to exaſperate his indignation, 
not onely by their Scditious Doctrine, but by 
their Statizing Libels; which ſufficiently mant- 
teſts their Qualification , and from what Spirits 
luch phrenſies ariſe. 


But theſe may be thought to paſs under the 
H Not!on 
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Notion of Aanters; we will return to our pro- 
' feſt, or rather poſſeſt Phanatick, that Mock-Sun, 
or New-Light ; who, by his Incredible Tllumina- 
tions, Inſpirations, Revelations,andEnthufiaſtick 
Rapſodies , intranceth his dehaded Followers, 
This Gloworme, with his deceiving Splendor, 
and Adulterate Fervor , holds nearer refem- 
blance to none, than the Pharifaical Gzoſtick, 
who pretends to be as perfe&t as any Apoſtle. 
Orlike theFrontleſs Monnte Bank,who takes the 
Confidence, with a Mimick geſture to delude 
fimple People with his Sophiſticated Druggs. 
So this DoGrinal quack cheats his weak Audito- 
ry by the Decoy of Specious Spiritual Titles. 
Copper all over, though they bear an Orient 
Colour. Theſe Whited Walls are all for Fazth; 
grounding their Sxbſiſtexce on other Mens 
Works. Active Zelots in purſute of gain, where- 
in they prove ſuch uſeful Sadxces , as they get 
no Prcſelite without a gainful Contract. Con- 
ſcience is their only Impoſt , which they ſcrue 
- 2&0 their higheſt Intereſt : wherein they trace 
- Methriving ſteps of a cunning Proſtitute, who 
 Willanake ſure work to have ſomething in hand 
betore he deal. 

Thus makes our Phanatick ſuch ſe of his 
angling , without much »ſefwl Do@rine, as his 
Temporal Purchaſe farr ſurmounts the value 0 
his Sprritnal PraGice. For this over-fed Porket 
has been fo fatned in his St, fo highly improv'd 
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mM in the grandeur of his State ; as he is now re-

« Shroud ! This States-Mans jeer might have 
brought thoſe who were Principal Actors in 
contriving his death, to a deep reſentment of 
that irre parable wound they had given to their 
Countrey , in their relentleſs purſuance of his 
Tragedy : But, hope of reward, or deſire of re- 
venge had ſo preoccupated their thoughts, as 1t 
had tteel'd them with that wilde 1ri/þ antient 
reſolution, Never to hold themſelves ſecure 
from their Foc, till they might play at foot-ball 
with his head.

ſing hopes hereafter. 

It were eaſie to preſent to your view, with

This ari- 
ſeth from a jealoulie they apprehend from their 
own Carriage : They fear the diſtqvery of their 
ations : and conſequently deprival of their 
Places ; for deprawation can expedt no leſs than 
deprivation. This quickneth their endeavours 
in hope to be rich : and (tore their ravenous 
Neſts with others Feathers. Theſe be thoſe

without ſticking at ſmall game before they ſtand

And, whereas they are advertis'd by fome 0 
their Corfidents { for theſe muſt have their Coys, 
or they ſhall play Bankrupts in their Office) that 


their reign 1s not likely to be long,in regard, the 


Eyes of thoſe Counties, where they officiate , 
have taken Notice of their Shuffling : their one- 
ly way then to thrive, is, to-play at Catch-doult, 
and to gather up his Crums before the Table be 
drewn : and ſo becalld to Accompt, before he 
has had ſufficient time, either to receive his full 
ſhare, or diſcharge the Awdit. But in thel&, as in 
Places of higher Command, and richer Imploy- 
ment , Thoſe, who cordially wiſh their Securi- 
ty, apply this ſeaſonable counſel to their di- 
{temper'd 
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> of fetmper'd brains and occaſional fears : preſent- 


phile 


ly after the fall Receipts of their rackt Fees, ot 


*{ Commiſsionary Bribes , to make recourſe to 


their Countrey Houſe, and play leaſt in ſight ; 
till the Storm be paſt, and the State-Inquifttion 
run out of breath. 

But if they be found egregiouſly Criminal , 
they have Preſidents in their Pockets , inſtru- 
mental enough for rebating the edge of Juſtice. 
It is not ſo long fince but they can well remem- 
ber ( and may thoſe Sanguinary times be ever 
ached in Rubrick Letters ) how thoſe plump 


"I Aſlaſsinats, who had inlarged their Babel Build- 
| ings many Stories high upon our ruines , had 


mounted their Bazz&s in forein Nations 3 hos 
ping by that means, if it ſhould chance that 
times ſhould change, and Rebellion fall trom it 
ſelf, to ſupport their decays by thoſe tranſport- 
ed, but extorted treaſures, which they had 
there imburſed :: So wife was Treaſon in pro- 
viding for its own ſupportance and ſecurity 
againſt a time of Extremity. 

But their Crocodzle Eggs prov d adle; and 
their Hatchers miſerable - may the like Iflue be- 
fall theſe indigent Corrupt -Commiſcioneys , who 
officiate onely for Self-intereſt, to the diſhonour 
of their Soveraign, and prejudice of his Peo- 


ple. 
Neither can we leſs than doubt but that theſe 


cloſe Pioneres of our State, by Plowing deep with 
K 3 our 
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our own Heyfers,have been the occaſion of ſow- 
ing the Seed of Sedition in our late-imbroiled 
Nation. 

So dangerous it is to exaſperate a Multitude 
in raiſing and levying Aſeſſes (be they never ſo 
leeal; ) by prolling avariciqus Officers, who 
make it their Yocatioz to abuſe the SubjeR, to 
inrich themſelves: and lay a Ground-work, by 
their ſeldom-thriving providence, for their ſuc- 
ceeding, but ſucceſsle(s. Poſterity. So quickly 
was the flame of their riſing fortunes quench- 
ed, and to aſhes pzttzlefly reduced. 

What fearful Conſequences theſe Needful A- 
gents have produc'd, Records in all times will 
maniieſt, 

High Taxes are ſufficient foments to Diviſion, 
without ſuch offentive Inſtruments, who too 
often cltrange ſtirring ſpirits from their Atlege- 
ance. | 

Neither be thoſe to be made choice on for 
Commiſsioners, 1n raiſing, ordering, and colleCt- 
ing of theſe Subſidies, or any diſpenſatory Act , 
who-are of a'weak, or ſhallow Judgment. 

Theſe may be Men of a good meaning , but 
wanting diſcretion to manage their meaning , 
they ſuffer themſelves to be involved in man 
inextrjicable Windings, and groſs Errors; which 
their eaſte apprehenfions and indulgent hu- 
mours expoſe them to ; being ſo unable to pro- 
portien a Charge.as they uſually lay the heevieſ 
| | loa 
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load on the weakeſt back: all which they do® 
without the leaſt intention of injury, but meer” 
ly forth of ignorance , or ſimplicity : which 
might have been covertly, and without diſco- 
very ſhrouded,if their a From weakneſs could 
have been contented with privacy, and wiſely 
retired from the purſuance of Publick impley- 
ment. *For, as Prefermert 1s the beſt Herald 1n 
diſplaying the temper of the enjoyer; {> Pub- 
lick Ingagements diſcover beſt the abilities of 
the Undertaker. 

Galba was held worthy of an Empire, till he 
became an Emperour : and Cel;#s to be Con- 
ſu), till he was made a Conſul. We know not 
what men be, nor how they may prove, untill 
the Places, or Offices, whereto they are deputed, 
take off their Yiſards, and preſent them naked. 

That Divine Cynick, one no leſs wiſe than ſur- 
ly , being one day at a Feaſt (un-invited, I ſup- 
poſe, for his inbred incivility rendred him un- 
ſuitable for ſuch Mectings ) obſerving a Gueſt 
amoneſt the reſt to ſit ſilent, whilſt others ap- 
pear'd more free in their diſcourle 3 with a 
rough brow addrefied his ſpeech unto him in 
this manner : © If Wiſe, thou art a Fool in hold- 
*<ing thy peace; It a Fool, thou art wile in 
< holding it.

Wifdom is ſhown in not ſpeaking at all, thai in 
ſpeaking to no purpoſe. Of which 7mpertinency 
we ſhall hear many of dur Commiſcionary Rank, 
highly conſcious. 

This might be inſtanc'd in that ignorant 
Fant-brain; who, aſſuming to himſelf the Au- 
thority of Examining a Clark of the Market (an 
Of fice, doubtleſsly, more abxſed than any other 
throughout the Kingdom) made this ſimple de- 
mand in a Publick Aſſembly , © Whether by 
£ the vertue of his Office he was to weigh the 
* Bakers bread by Troys Weight,or Haver de Poy £ 
Whereto the Clark no leſs ingenioufly anſwer- 
ed : © Your Worſhip might as well ask me, why 
* Broad Cloath ſhould not be meaſur'd as well 
*<by the Buſhel, as by the Yard. | 

The Chufing of fuch F-zpty Casks,which ſound 
lowdeſt when emptieſt, redounds ever to the di{- 
honour of the Undertaker, the Scandal of the 
Preferrer,and Prejudice of all ſuch as ſtand lya- 
ble to the ignorance of their Cenſure. But to 
inſiſt no longer on theſe , I am briefly to give a 
touch of a more dangerous and untunable In- 
{trument, for the managexy of State-Afﬀeairs , 
than either of the other. For, neither he whoſe 
E ate 1s indigent : Norhewho isof a weak and 
getedive Judement, can poſgibly appear ſo fatal- 
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ty noxious in the blameles diſtharge of their 


Duties, as he who retams ſuch a Cor in his 
heart, as it can afford no room to lodge Fidel;i- 
fy in to his Prince. 

For the other two, as the one had more Polz- 
4 than Hozeſty; the other more ſimple Honeſty 
than prudent Policy : So he, whom we arenow 
to ſpeak-of, and whom we are, like an imparti- 
al Herald, to deblazon in his own native co- 
lours, is an Engine of Treachery. 

Under a fair atd loyal Habit , he ever lodg- 
eth a Seravws ſpirit. He is never found fiſhing in 
calm Waters : being the onely Tzcerdiary to 
blow the Coals of Diviſion in every peaceable 
State. 

Neither is he onely treacherouſly Ambitious, 
but malitiouſly Ehvious. 

As one of theſe Seditious innovating ſpirits 
lately uſed one of his Fellow-Commiſcioners, far 
honeſter than himſelf, accuſing him to be a Ked- 
Letter'd Man, (meaning a Roman Catholick) and 
conſequently incapable of any ſfach Commilsi- 
on. But being brought to their Book by One 
diſcreeter than them beth, they were ſo cqually 
learn'd, as neither of them could diſtinguiſh a 
Red Letter from a Black. 

Howſoever,though ſome of theſe be no Book- 
men, they have deſigning Pates, apt to Mint and 
Mould Miſchief to their tuture advantage, be 


the Gronnd-work never lo Sandy whereon they 
build, | [ 
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T ſhall not need to ſtrengthen your opinion , 
in this point with variety of Inſtances; we havel} 
had ſufficient ſtore hovering at our own Gates; || 
the fad ſhares whereof, even to this day, appear 
in the ruines of many loyal Subjects. 

If we ſhould ſound theſe State-Whiflers to the 

bottom, (. and no 12quiſction more neceſlary) we 
might find them under the counterfeit pretence 
of loyal Service, from which their disjoynted 
affections have been long eſtranged, ſeemingly 
to bemoan the heavy condition of a Subject, 
and how compaſsionately They ſuffer'd in that 
behalf, ſeeing him crufhe with the inſupportable 
burden of his Preſſures. 

And whereto tends all this, but to exaſperate 
the Subject againſt his Soveraign : and under 
the colour of a gracious Commils1oner, act the 
part of a graceleſs Traitor ? 

All which, to trace the Obſervation of a ju- 
dicious and well-ſtudied States-Maz,occafional- 
ly ariſcth from the ſecurity of a remiſs, or liber- 
tinePrince,who indulgeth his affections ſo much, 
 asthey beget in him a Lethargy to the Affairs of 

State: which might be inſtanc'd in Domztiaz, 
Vitellixs, and Decian. 

Whereas Divine Providence has return'd us 
ſuch a Prince, who by his vigilant inſpection 
over his Military and Civil concerns, and time- 
ly remove of all ſuch perriciows Inſtruments, as 
never ingaged for their Soveraign, yet had ri 
much 
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much impudence, as to expe&t Honours, with 
other advantagious helps , the leaſt whereof 
they neither merited,nor by deſerving Favourites 
purſued : Has hereby revived our late depreſied 
Spirits, by ſhutting his Royal Gates of theſe 
abuſtve Conrt-ingles : and by conſequence , his 
Highneſs, I ſay , has his loyal Subjects in their 
Primitive ſecurity, and his Sacred Perſon in a 
calm and peaceful ſafety.

to ſuccour in his height of extremity. Which 
gracious and unexemplary Deliverance, may 1t 
be writ with the Point of a Diamond in the 
Memories both of Prince and People 3 that our 
Thank fullneſs may never incurr an Act of Ob- 
livion to Poſterity,for ſuch a ſignal Evidence of 
Mercy.

1dJ rewards , or admiring Greatneſs. It 1s not long 
ſe fince ( for we retein yet the ſcarts of thoſe o 
nt L. vil * 
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vil wounds and Warrs amongſt us ) your ſelf 


was inrowled a Martial Commander in His de- 
fence, to whom we owe our Allegeance. In 
which ſervice , what clear evidences of your 
proweſs and valour were manifeſted to the 
World, I ſhall, as one known to your native 
Modeſty, be ſparing to relate; leaving it to the 
atteſt of your Countrey , where your aCtions 
, Purchas'd that ſurviving glory. Onely let me 
put you in mind of that Morning Carts, which, 


amidſt all your dangers and diſaſters, you fo 
cheerfully breathed,

Let us ſearch the Records of all ſuch Men as 
have taken their riſe by indireC wayes in theſe 
State-Allemblies ! we may,perchance, find them, 
like 16s Aſs, loaden with Honour ; ſo richly 
has their Complyance with Perſons of Place 
gilded their New foundations, for moulding, 
or 
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or advancing pernicious Deſigns. But mark the 
iſſue of theſe timing Wits, with the uſual Ca- 
taſtrophe that attends them ! They fall into 
ſuch contempt by the purchaſe of their Merce- 
nary and Immerited Honour, as they are uſual- 
iy entertained by their abuſed Countrey, in 

ead of applauſe and approbation, with ſcorn 
and derifion. 

Hence 1t was, that the Stozck, accompted the 
Lackquey more happy than his Maſter that road 
on his foot-Cloath. Though the one be fuller of 
State, the other reſts more ſecure. For the high- 
er ſtands ever moſt expoſed to danger. In pub- 
lick imployments ( if his abilities ingage his at- 
tendance in them) his ations become liable to 
cenſure : wherein, if any Propoſal, or definite 
concluſion appear out of ſquare, the Inſtrument 
muſt be queſtion'd. Admit it be never ſo light- 
ly devious, it muſt undergo the teſt. 

And though formal in moſt , if defective in 
one, a ſeyere interpretation will accompany It. 
One drop of Coloquintida will ſpoil a whole 
Pot of Pottage. Eſpecially in Publick Con- 
_— where the voice of the People ſounds 
loud. 

Every Tax, or Aſſeſs, becomes their Phlebo- 
tomiſt;, extratting blood from their veins : and 
native heat from the vital parts. 

One ſmall Chick fnatcht by the Kite , begets 


more paſsion in a Pcfant, than the loſs of an 
L 2 herd 
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herd of Cattel ſuffer d by a Community. 'This 
Individual Man, as he is his own Sharer, ſo in- 
his ſuffrings he finds no equal Partner. Of others. 
wounds nor wrongs he has no reſentment, ſo 
he injoy his own welfare and freedom. But 
when not onely one limb, but the whole Body 
Politick groans under a burden of ſuitable na- 
ture, it acts in the ſufferers a communicable di- 
ſtemper. Then, like our quaking Separatiſts . 
they find out retiring Places to vent their dif- 
contents in. Then they diſcover their Conditi- 
ons, ballanc'd with their inſupportable pre(- 
ſures : but principally their joynt pradtiſes , 
how they might inflict due revenge ( fo impla- 
cable 15 popular fury ) upon the Deſtgners of 
their ſufferings : who, no doubt, if they ſhould 
fall into their clutches, would expect no better 
uſage than Abſyrtzs receiv'd from the remorce- 
leſs hands of Aedea , to be rent piece-meal. 
Nor than , that cunning , but cruel Artiſt, in 
that Tyrannick reign of Phalaris,who command- 
ed, that the 7-veztor ſhould be firſt tortur'd in 
his own Ergize. 

Juſt it 1s, that thoſe whoſe onely ſtudy is 
Complacency : and whoſe ſupreme ends are 
ſelf-ends, ſhould cloſe their dayes in miſery . 
weaving up their Comical Court-Jubile in an 
Epilegue; breathing nothing but diſconſolate 
ayrsof an enſuing Tragedy. Such was the fatc 
of Philotas : and may the like Iflue gs 
tf od oa hl fig 
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the conſtant office of an Uſher to every Court- 
Sycophant:: who, under a- ſeeming pretente of 
teeding the Exchequer, {tarves the-State. 


'*,; It is obſery;d how that infinuating Favourite 


of Yeſpaſiar, having cloſely whiſper'd into the 
Emperours cares, what vaſt advantage that un- 
becoming Tax of Uriz-Money would bring in- 
to his-Coffers ; as one whoſe minde was natural- 
ly. addicted toa purſute of profit : He hugged 
his deſign, promiſing him an ample Reward for 


| his ingenious contrivance of fo uſeful a way (a 


ttack never trod before) for inhancing the Re- 
venues of his Treaſury. But, afterwards ad- 
vertis'd, how this Claw-Back purſu'd his own 


| Intereſt , making it .his endeavour to become 


ContraGor tor that Grand Impoſlition, and con- 
{equently not onely abuſe the Subject,but cheat 
the Emperour 3 his hateful Projections brought 
him into ſuch general contempt, as he was not 
onely diſcarded the Court, where he had ſuch 
eminent reception : but in his Countrey too , 
where he had forfeited his Reputation : being 
not onely ſcorn'd, but houted at, and Stigma- 
tiz d with this Mark of diſtinction : * Behold how 
proudly and hatefully that Piſs-pot of Veſpaſian 
ſtruts along ! 

Sundry inſtances of this ungracious kind 
might be found, beth in our own time, and 
Climes, who appear'd eminent Ornaments in the 
k-Lrce quim {aſluoſ# &> ſaſtidioſe VeſpaFiani laſanum prodit :

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Seats of Juſtice, in their Countrey:z but , no 
ſooner call'd up by Publick Votes, to do their 
Prince and Countrey Service, than a Surrepti- 
tious hope of Preferment made then forgetful 
of their juſt imployment; by playing the Crick- 
ets, and hatching their Crocodile Eggs in Chim- 
ney Corners; and Moulding Strange Aſſeſſes to 
diſ-guſt the People, for their own intereſt. But, 
a general contempt abridg'd moſt of theſe Mens 
days with a languiſhing diſcontent, Where I 
leave them.

This County conſiſts of two forts 4. and in 
theſe two, diſlorted into different opinidns. The 
Gentry and Commonty. For Nobility, fome an- 
tient Structures ſhe retcins, as Monuments, or 
Trophies of their owners quality ; but either by 
the irrevocable decreeof fate,or deplorable vio- 
lation of their faith, they are divided from their 
Countrey ; leaving onely thoſe main arid maſly 
piles for Lard-marks, or aged reliques of ther 
priſtine Magnificence and Glory.

Mean time, thoſe 
loyal-hearted Souldiers left behind, though dif- 
comfited,they-were not diſcouraged; for,though 
the inſulting Enemy was more in number, T 
never durſt incounter them without great 
vantage, ſuch was their valour. 

It has been reported, that even at ſuch time 
as thoſe late Malignants, who bounded near her, 
and by a daily recruit of their numerous For- 
ces, might probably yon her z when their 
powers increaſed, and their Victories vain-glo- 
rtouſly diſperſed ; yet, the very Colonels, and 
chief Commanders of their Enemies Faction 
ſeriouſly interceded their Aſſociation 3 ſo for- 
midable was the proweſs of this ſmall County 
to a populous Army, a victorious Enemy. Yet 
could neither Promiſes nor Menaces make a 
breach upon that impregnable Fortreſs of their 
Loyalty. They diſclaimed all concurrence with 
State-competitors : when Crowns and Scepters 
lay at Stake; they neither held it fafe, nor ho- 
nourable, to admit leaft acquieſcence, much leſs 
adherence to ſuch fomenters of debate. This 
enforced the Enemy to ſtand continually upon 
his Guard, to his great diſadvantage - which, 
though it injoyned this County to a conſtant 
charge, oo it covduced highly to their ſafety, 
and preſervation of their honour. Howbeit , 
ſome ſcattered afperfions have lately ſpread 
themſelves; which, at the firſt bluſh, may ſeen? 

to 
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to ſome prejudicate opinions , detraCtive from 
the reputation of this County : but upon more 
mature and ſerious diſcuſsion of every particu- 
hr (though my Perſon be a ſtranger to thoſe 
Parts, which may imply an impartial Pen) I 
have heard ic amply debated, and unanimouſly 
concluded, that no aftion was committed, nor 
deſign omitted, that might any way derogate 
from their Honour : for, by labouring to ſur- 
prize an Enemy, as was apparently proved, they 
might, at that time, have made way for the 
Enemy to. ſeize upon the Rendevouz for that 
County 5 which would not have been fo eafily Ig 
repriz'd, being once poſſeſſed ; by reafon of the Ji! 
Inhabitants within it, and places adjacent to itz [® 
whoſe affeftions were dangerouſly corrupted. 

_ It was held by an excellent refined ju er 
for a gallant ation, if they could decline the [1 
fury of a powerful neighbouring Enemy, with- I) 
- out forein Prote&ion : which, by their Com- Ja" 
manders care, hath been bravely performed : [!y 
crowning the ifſue of their aftions with un- 
daunted reſolution. 

The Souldiers,who are deſigned to keep Gar- | 
ri{on in theſe Parts, are Men of proper Perſo- 
nage, and ſtrong Conſtitutions : and, no doubt, 
of ſtout and reſolute Courage, it they were 
put toit. But, their near adjoyning ſervice to 
their own doors, makes them more remiſs in 
their attendance. This OÞinion has been "as 
rally 
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rally retein'd of them : Better Souldiers, if 
© they were well diſciplin'd, and farther di- 
© ſtanc'd from home, never March'd into any 
« Field : but their thought of home,and a neg- 
lected Family, makes them lefs intentive to At- 
fairs Military. 

This Shire is divided into two parts ; but the 


{| Baronry is the Beauty and Glory of the Coun- 


ty, for her more civilizd Commonty. For the 
other part of the County, their Commons are 
more fervile, but leſs civil: and, to the happi- 
neſs of their Commanders, not fo ready to ar- 
gue, as toobey. Whereto, they have been fo 
inured from their infancy 3 as Obedience is 
more acceptable to them than Soveraignty. 

The Shire-Town is Apleby, which merits pre- 
eminence onely for antiquity : for Kendall, be- 
ing the Garriſon-Town "m the County,has been 
ever renowned for her affluence of commerce, 
and confluence of People : Being a Burgeſs high- 


« [ly fam'd for her MarnfaGtory in Woolwork:which, 
by their experienc'd induſtry, became infinitely 


commodious to the Corporatzon and Parts adja- 
cent : though of Jate much decreaſing. Which, 
It were to be wiſh'd, that it might be timely ſup- 
ply'd, and cheerfully reviv'd, by the afsi{tance 
and application of thoſe Members mm the High 
Court of Parliament, who ſtand obliged, upon 
their Ele&ion, to promote the Trtereſts of theit 


Countrey ; by removing all probable occurren- 
N cles 
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cies that may obſtruct the improvement Ajit , 
An _imployment, no doubt, more correſpon vel: 
to their Place, whereto they are, by the Voted 
and Voices of their Countrey , deputed;; thanſ: 
any Self-ſeeking-Intereſt, wherewith, I hope,that 
ſharp Northern ayr will not ſuffer them to be, in 
fected. Neither has it been the leaſt of her hap 
pinels, to have enjayed ſuch loyal and circum 
ipect Magiſtrates ; as by their vigilancy and fde- 
lity, made it their prime terreſtrial task , to in 
tercept thele Enemies of the State. Such Centi 
nels deſerve cheriſhing, and high approvement 
_ eſpecially in theſe times ſo anx1ouſly ſhaking and 
{huddring. Neither can too much circumſpedt 
on be uſed, in regard of the Diſ-aftcctionates in 
that Place their private deſertion of the Pub 
lick Cauſe 3 and their averſion from all acco 
modation or intention to Peace. The beauty.of 
Sodoms Aples was onely in their colour: and 
the purity of theſe, onely in their tinſell-zea 
luſtre. Their ſeeming compliance in the Cauſe 
cannot palliat the Core of their heart. Sin eve 
retains the ſting of ſhame : Neither can it, be 
ſuch a faithful Secretary to it ſelf, but it muſt 
ivhen leaſt expected, and leſs importuned, dif- 
cover its guilt. 

Many private paſſages preſent admittance tc 
tits Townof Garriſon : but, no In-lets more 
_ dangerous than *i//-hearts, where the poyſon off 
* Pcetending Zealcrs, the maineſt Fomencers of Rebellion: re 

1.c:ng Eves wo our late diftraſted times, wil 
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"diFaffe&tion has inftill'd that infuſion , at,'no 
ſpirit holds more influence over fome pretent- 
| cd Zelots of them, than that viperous tury of 
: Rebellion. W<cll may the Malignants promile to 
"themſelves a gratctul haryeſt to their Labours , 


when they. ptough their accurſed Ground, with 
their Enemies Heifers. But, theſe 3rambles are 
not ſo many, but they might be quickly Weed- 
ed, did not naly thaw Authority; and leave 
Delinquents more preſimingly indurate. 
Sundry Forts, Rampires, and Barricadoes 
have been in the moſt convenient ard incurfive 
Þ places lately erectcd , by the care of thoſe Go- 
vernours Hexefively imployed in Garriſon : 
amongſt which, One of. principal concernment, 
being an antient artificial Mount, and in form 


reſembling one of thoſe Pzrenedr Mountains , 


dividing France from Spain 3 and diſtinguiſhed 
by a Device or Model, like a Cap of, Mainte- 
nance, upon thetop : a Work , certainly, of in- 
comparable art , ingenuity and conſequence. 
This ſtands as a Counter-mure, by an equal le- 
vel, and oppoſal to the Caſtle; which Caſtle, 
though ruinous and demoliſhed, is ſhortly to be 
Fortified, If all deſigns proceed, as are intend- 
ed. Bur, now ok hopes of reparation have 
run themſelves quite out of breath : Peacc and

In a word, if this County be at unity within}: 


it ſelf, it will provea grievous Eye-foretothe 
{ſtrongeſt Aflailant : neither can. this Sacred 
Chain of Union be diflolyed but by two means: 
Firſt, By a ſurreptitious Envy, fomented in ſome 
of the Gertry, towards the Perſons that arein 
Command : Or, this particular reſpect in the 
Cormmonty ( a too Epidemical Malady) where- 
in private gain muſt over-ballance the Publick 
good. Tocure theſe, no Receipt more ſove- 
rain, than, in the firſt place, for the Gextry, with- 
out reluCctancy , or private agency, to ſubmit 
their Wills to the fair Commands of thoſe, who 
derive from their Superiours a legal preceden- 
cy : And, in the next place, for the Commonty 
to decline their own opinion, and, to adhere 
wholly to their Commanders; by whoſe advice, 
they may not onely be regulated, wherein their 
own difcreticn cannot ſupply them'z But fo 
compleatly furniſhed, as timely prevention, the 
lifc of Policy, may hereafter-ecure them.

Cunning cautelous People; Patient 
AXNAq of Labour; and plyable to Com- 
LE mands : Which obſervance inthem, 
8 1s rather to be imputed to the dif- 
creet carriage of their Gentry, than 
the innate affection, or diſpoſition of the Com- 
monty. Who, it a prudent awe did not ſubdue 
them, could be ealily induced to play the Ma- 
ſters. Neither was it poſsible for them to con- 
fine ſo lo1g upon a ſubtile neighbouring Nation, 
but they muſt neceſſarily recerve ſome tincture 
from them, and retein it in them. They are 
pithy in their diſcourſe, and nimble in their bar- 
gaining. Antiently, this County , as our for-

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Mer was,has been much ingagedto*Border ſervice: 
1a the purſate whereof, by freedom of boaties, 
it returned generally more gajner than loſer. , 

The Gentry of this County has becn ever 
muci addicted to Recreation 3 as Hunting, 
Hawking,Horſe-races, and the like gentile plea; 
ſures. Now, by the late breaking in of theſe 
Diſtrations and uncivil quar rels, to their Ho- 
nour,thcy addrets'd ther inployment wholly to 
the Diſcipline of - Armes. Many ot theſe have 
received feveral] Commands ; ſofic of Centu- 
ries, others of Colonies, and others of ſcle& 
quality, of Brigades. Certatn differences ( up- 
on the prevaiency of ſome diſ-affected ſpirits, 
5/ho itched after norhing- more than Tonnovati- 
on) tprung up dangeroulJy in the beginning : 
Lut, the Serpert was nipt in the head: and the 
Gockatrice broken in the ezg , before it wag 
Latehed; Some dangerous Taftraments we haye 
obviauily heard of in our travel to thoſe parts 
who were, by their peculiar Places and Oi fic2s, 
highly intefciled 1n the Counties Afairs ; and 
rieſe, 1 to the great diſhonour of their Place and 

Perſon, made Marc' andize of their Ofices : pre- 
fecrir.c & the rvceipt of a ſordid fervile prefir, bex 
{are the eſtimation of their Family, conſcience 
or credit. Azgxazder Severys would have ſmoak'd 
tuch mercenary ve enders of ſnoke. Yerxes would 
Raye pulled thor $532 ovcr their cares, But, 
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this official corruption is ſth a contavion; 28 it 
cantiot © conceal its poyſon- The Partridge is 
ſaid to make her neſt of ttoln Egges, whichthe 
hath not layed; but, as ſoon as the Birds are 
hatched , the true Mother calls them all awa 
from their theeviſh ſtep-Dame ; the Story needs 
no Ogdipas: 

The prime Scat, or Garriſon for this County, 
1s Carliſle ; a dainty, tree and fertile foyl. Yer, 
either through {loath 'of the Inhabitants, or 
ſome other occult cauſe ( notwithſtanding tlie 
delicacy and fruittuineſs of the Seat) the Pen- 
ple are. generally poor and neceſsitous :' p:e- 
ferring a (leepy Mon hte, before any induttri- 
ous gain. ; 

Their near adjacency to that dilloyal and un- 
orateful People, the Scots, with- their conſtant 
Traffick and commerce with them, has begot- in 
{ome of them, too near a congruence, and con- 
currence 1n thetr aftections. . Hence it 1s, that di- 
verſe Faftious Separatiſts, who defire nothing 
more than Divifion, or rather a privation 1 all 
Government ; have faniliarly repaired to thoſe 
parts, and freely, no doubt, communicated to 
them their connſcls. So dangerous ts the ftream 
of dif-allegeance, when it interveincs it {elf 11 
any deſcending 'line of blood , or to uſe ther 
own word for it, of Clay. And, as the Show- 
ball gathers by rowling : {o Theſe, by pretend- 
ing plauſive cnds , many timcs find Afgiſtants

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and ready Agents to further their Def 
Religion 1s a ſpecious pretence ; but, | 
terate andundiſciplinary Perſons to be reducers 


and reformers of a long-eſtabliſh'd Church-Go- 


vernment ; and, to find falſe wards in that Key, 


which has fo freely and fruitfully opened the 
door, for ſo many Ages, to People of all Con- 
ditions: it is ſuch an Anathematiz'd Dofrine , 


as he that inclines to it, cannot but acknowledg 


himſelf miſerably deluded. 

To labour a ſeaſonable prevention of theſe,it 
was the eſpecial care of the Geytry of both 
Counties, to levy their Forces timely , and by 
applying a preſent Remedy, to decline an ap- 


proaching Malady. In this, they all concurred ,- 


and happily ſucceeded. For, upon the very firſt 
appearance of Force, theſe groundleſs Malig- 


_- nants had the Manners to lay down their Arms, 


and to embrace Loyalty. So eaſily were they 
to be reclaimed, whom lightneſs of opinion had 
ſo weakly enſnared : and a precipitate aſlent to 
indiſcreet counſel, fo unadviſedly perſwaded. 

Yet, for all this, no Vintage ſo carefully in- 
tended, but ſome Cluſters will be left ungather- 
ed; no Harveſt ſo painfully earned, but ſome

Civil 
reſeryed Men, who carry their eyes about them, 
will be jealous of, the Deſign, by. reaſon of the 
Agent, Catilive may find a Cethegas 3, but, to 
ſee him aſlociated, either by a Cato, or a Bratwe, 
were amiracle. Letevil Men then be put upon

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any farther diſcovery. It were to'be wiſhed; 
that, as miſ-underſtanding'has ſeduced 'him;fo 
fome clear, ſolid, and diſ-ingaged judgment rhay 
reduce him; which by theſe calmer times has 
been effected : rendring him both motally and 
conſcientiouſly Loyal. But, we have retraited 
too farr from the 7ztereſ5 of this County. 

Their Shire-Town is ſtrongly fortified ; with 
ufetul Ordnance farniſhed : and by an experi- 
enced Governour *Commanded :So.as though 
the continual attendance of Troops of Horſe, 
and maintenance of a conſtant Garriſon,' may 
appear a burden to the County - yet, in regard 
of the vicinity of the Enemy, who is apt to en- 
tertain all opportunate advantages of hoſtility, 
this charge +-yovinga their Sanctuary. 

Nor is it to be emitted, what Zeal their 2/a- 
giftrate, with other Countrey Officers, have ex- 
preſſed to the Publick Cauſe; and in it, how 
they have manifeſted their affetions to ſuch, 
who had deſerted their Countrey, by bogling at 
Anthority : labouring to reduce them by gra- 
tulatory Letters, and Meſſages of Amity ; but, 
ſee the ingratitude of Malienaerts !

But, ſo equall 
were his thoughts compoſcd,as by none of theſe 
affronts could he ſuffer himſelf to be diſtemper- 
ed; ſeeing, it fares generally with the moſt Mi- 
litary Agent, or any other active Inſtrument of 
State,as it does with a Prophet,not to be eſteem-
